It took many centuries before we 
finally got down to me form and 
picture of m e globe as now com­ 
pleted Of course there are changes 
i irking on in its divisions, but the 
' outline of the globe itself remains 
Uie same What a fascinating study 
it is! And endless are the maps that 
detail Hie many countries. Nations, 
cities, rivers, lakes—oceans. They 
are all there. 
Doubly interesting is every story 
of news in our daily newspaper 
when we are well informed as to 
m e Earth and locality where things 
happen. Before this tragic Korean 
war started, how many had any idea 
of where K ;rea was located, or how 
large, how many people it had, and 
what sort of country it was? A good 
glebe would have explained all this, 
together with a good atlas. You do 
a great deal of thinking as you fin­ 
ger your globe and contrast space 
and territory all pictured out before 
your eyes. 
Korea, for example, looks very in­ 
significant in its place on tile globe, 
but I believe it stood thirteenth in 
population of all Hie nations of the 
earth before me present war.
